"  When,  in  the  course  of  human  events, 
it  become*  necessary  for  one  people  to  d  is 


»lre  the  political  bond*  which  have  con 
netted  them  with  another,  and  to  awume 
among  the  powers  of  the  ckrth  the  separate 
and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  na¬ 
ture  and  of  nature1*  God  entitle  them,  a 
decent  respect  for  the  opinion*  of  mankind 
requires  that  they  should  declare  the  causes 
which  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

#k  We  hold  these  truths  *trj  be  self  evi 
dent :  —  that  all  men  are  created  equal ; 
that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator 
with  certain  unalienable  rights;  that 
among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pur 
suit  of  happiness;  that,  to  secure  these 
rights,  governments  are  i a  .united  among 
men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the 
consent  of  the  governed  ;  that  whenever 
any  tom  of  government  becomes  destruc¬ 
tive  of  these  end*  it  it  the  right  of  the 
people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  in 
all  lute  a  new  government,  laying  its  foun¬ 
dation  on  such  principles,  and  organising 
its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall 
seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and 
happiness.  Prudence,  indeed,  wifi  dictate 
that  government*  long  established  should 
not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient 
causae;  and  accordingly  all  experience 
hath  shown  that  mankind  are  more  dis¬ 
posed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  sufferable, 
than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing  the 
forma  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  But 
when  a  long  train  of  abates  and  usurpa¬ 
tions,  pursuing  invariably  the  same  object, 
evince#  a  design  to  reduce  them  under 
tlmolute  despotism,  it  is  their  duty,  to 
throw  off  such  government,  and  to  provide 
new  guards  for  their  future  security.  Such 
has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  these 
colonies ;  and  such  is  now  the  necessity 
which  const  rains  them  to  alter  their  former 
system  of  government  The  history  of  the 
present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history 
of  repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  ail 
buying  in  direct  object  the  establish  meat 
of  an  absolute  tyranny  over  these  states.” 

This  Declaration  of  principles  and  venti- 
menU  is  then  followed  by  a  strong  Bill  of 
Indictment  against  George  the  Third. 
King  of  Great  Britain,  solemnly  charging 
him,  under  twenty -seven  distinct  specifica¬ 
tions,  of  outrages  such  as  no  people  with 
any  pretentions  to  liberty  and  manhood 
could  be  justified  in  submitting  to;  and  s 
complaint  and  warning  against  the  British 
people,  painfully  concluding  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sentence  ; 

**  We  usual  therefore  acquiesce  In  the  ne¬ 
cessity  which  denounces  our  separation, 
and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of 
mankind,  enemies  in  war — in  peace, 
friends." 

*  ThlsTS  itorf aT  tfffiilET  £Tdic9  Irtfh  the 
following  doc  t  a  rati  on  of  the  high  purpose, 
firm  resolve,  and  holy  trust  which  gave 
birth  and  vigor  to  our  favored  country : 

"We,  therefore,  the  re  press  it  tat  ives  of 
the  United  State*  of  America,  in  General 
Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Su¬ 
premo  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude 
of  our  intentions,  do,  in  the  name  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these 
colonise,  solemnly  publish  and  declare  that 
these  United  Colonise  are,  and  of  fight 
ought  to  las,  free  and  independent  states  . 
that  they  aie  absolved  from  all  allegiance 
to  tbs  British  crown,  and  that  all  political 
connection  between  them  and  the  stats  of 
Orest  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  total! 
dissolved;  and  that,  as  fne  and  Indepsc 
eat  states,  tiit-y  have  full  power  to  levy 
war,  conclude  peers,  contract  alliances,  aw 
tahUiih  rammer™,  slid  do  all  other  acts 
and  things  which  Independent  states  may 
of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this 
declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the 
pmtM'tuiTi  of  Divine  Provid  cnee,  we  mu 
tually  pledge  tn  earh  other  our  lifts,  our 
fortunes,  and  our  ear  red  honor.”

Italy 
did  so  ,  so  did  Germany.  But  how  differ¬ 
ent  Uj  liberty  of  those  peoples,  from  that 
which  our  citizens  enjoy. 

According  to  the  American  standard 
the  eiectiee  franchiee  (or  right  of  voting)  is 
*he  first  test  of  the  liberty  of  the  people, 
h  in  that  which  constitutes  T US  CITIZXN, 
identifying  him  with  hi*  government  in 
voice  and  heart.  Free  spree A  and  a  free 
preei,  lorm  soother  test  of  liberty.  They 
unfetter  the  mind,  ennoble  the  subject, 
and  justify  the  mutual  confidence  of 
Kilter  and  citizen. 

Now  if  these  tests  be  applied,  and  the 
comparison  be  made  between,  even  the  two 
countries  above  named  and  the  United 
States,  and  how  resplendent  do  our  liber¬ 
ties  shine  1 

In  Italy,  notwithstanding  the  large  liber¬ 
ty  that  nation  enjoys  in  many  respects,  the 
right  to  vote  has  by  no  meant  as  yet  been 
granted  to  the  people.  We  have  good 
authority  for  saying  that  there  are  mem- 
ben  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  at  whose 
election  not  more  than  twenty  or  thirty 
vote*  in  all  were  cast  I  The  so-called  pip 
ular  elections  are  little  more  than  hollow 
shams.  In  her  most  recent  electoral  hits 
only  o  J3,932  names  were  written  in  a  popu 
Ution  of  nearly  27,000,000  I  Which  U 
U  ss  than  two  percent  of  the  papulation. 
Cm  trust  this  with  the  suffrage  in  our 
country.  In  the  United  States,  with  a 
population  ol  40,000, OQ0,  the  actual  ooU 
polled  in  the  general  election  of  1872  was 
0  431, 157,  which  fell  far  below  the  number 
ol  those  who  had  the  right  to  vote  but 
who,  from  imc  cause  and  another,  could 
not  <>r  did  not  exercise  it  Making  due 
allowance  tor  the  infirm,  the  sick,  the  ab 
sent,  the  indifferent  and  we  suppose  the 
percentage  of  those  enjoying  the  right  of 
suffrage  in  this  country  to  be  at  least  mux 
times  onaaTXR  than  in  Italy.  The  com¬ 
parison  of  freedom  of  speech  would  doubt- 
less  exhibit  a  more  favorable  aspect  still  for 
this  country: 

Without  having  data  in  respect  to  Ger¬ 
many  and  other  countries  at  our  command 
just  now,  we  conclude  that  none  of  the 
couutriee  of  Continental  Europe  can  make 
any  just  pretentions  to  rights  of  speech 
and  of  suffrage  it  all,  comparable  to  that 
enjoyed  hf  every  citizen  in  this  favored 
land.  The  following  paragraph  recently 
dispatched  by  cable  is  appropos  to  our  ar¬ 
gil  merit  : 

1 4  Li  berty  of  speech  it  not  one  of  the 
blearing*  now  enjoyed  by  Germany.  A 
sentence  ot  imprisonment  for  s  year  and  a 
h  ilfhas  been  passed  upon  a  Deputy,  Herr 
Mo*:,  fur  certain  speeches  delivered  by 
him  at  some  meeting  of  working  men. 
The  most  serious  chaige  made  against  him 
was  that  he  had  denounced  a  standing 
■raj.” 

This  priceless  boon  ot  liberty  and  equal 
rights  we  have  inherited  from  a  noble 
ancestry,  md  if  we  mean  to  hand  this  rich 
ICiOicj  down  to  future  generations,  wi 
must  teach  it#  value  to  our  children  and 
ate  that  they  understand  and  eh  wish  It  as 
a  gift  from  heaven,  cut  nutted  to  our  keep¬ 
ing  for  the  benefit  of  the  human  race,  and 
more  precious  than  life  Itself.
